Brings Out Fine String of Winners 


The last of the series of shows in the 
Northwest was held at Grand Forks, North 
Dakota, the week of July 21st to 26th, 1930. 
At this time the Hartley Stock Farm herd 
from Page, the North Dakota Agricultur- 
al College, of Fargo, and Kenneth Tollef- 
son, of Minnewaukan, all North Dakota 
breeders, competed with Jas. B. Hollinger, 
of Kansas, and the Blake Brothers, of Des 
Moines, Iowa. This made a very attractive 
show and one in which visitors seemed to 
find an unusual amount of interest, all of 
which augurs well for the advancement of 
the breed in the Northwest in the immedi- 
ate future. 

Hartleys won the aged bull class with 
Revolution 16th and Blakes the two year 
old class with Blackcap Benz 11th. Hollin- 
ger’s senior yearling bull Irenmere’s Gay 
Lad 2d competed with these two bulls for 
the senior championship which went to the 
Blake entry which also finished with the 
grand championship ribbon. 

In the junior bull division Blakes carried 
the junior yearling class with Blackcap 


Benz 6th, Hartleys took both the next sec- 
tions with Enchanter of Page 8th and Bur- 
gess 4th of Page and the calf succeeded in 
displacing his competitors in the junior 
championship contest, however he was not 
sufficiently developed to displace the older 
bull in the finals. This is an extra smooth 
calf with a great deal of promise. The 
grand champion bull has made an excellent 
development and showing this season and 
will no doubt be a strong contender in the 
big shows of the year. His finish and hide 
are excellent and he is nicely balanced 
along with it. 

The Hartley Farms were strong in the 
first three cow sections, capturing the blue 
in each with Miss Hartley, Blackbird of 
Page 4th the beautiful two year old heifer 
that topped their last sale, going to the 
new herd of Mr. Andrus, of Walker, Min- 
nesota, but retained to be shown in the 
Hartley string this season; and Pure Pride 
of Page, this later heifer proving the suc- 
cessful contestant in the senior and grand 
championship battle.

; Sunday » Scotland

It was in Reg. Hastilow’s car that we drove this Sunday morn- 
ing through the Scotch countryside on our way to Aberlour, Sir 
John Findley’s wonderful estate. It was while driving and_talk- 
ing that I suddenly awakened to the fact that it was Reg. Hasti- 
low’s father that bred my father’s famous Elba Erica cow, import- 
ed Elandina. I told him about this cow purchased from his father 
when a heifer and of the wonderful progeny she left for the breed 
in America. When I told him about this he told me that his father 
would be waiting that evening at Grantown-on-Spey to see me 
and would be interested to hear all about this heifer he sold twen- 
ty years ago to go to 
America. As we drove 
down the road many In- 
teresting places were 
pointed out to me. The 
country was quite hilly 
and although it was win- 
ter, the green grass 
showed all over the hills. 
There had been a _ big 
snow storm, but most of 
the snow had melted. As 
we travelled, we discuss- 
ed cattle and I realized 
before the trip was over 
that my companions, the 
two Sinclairs and Hasti- 
low, were three real cat- 
tle men, in whose judg- 
ment I learned to have 
great confidence. 

About 10:30 a. m. we 
arrived at Aberlour. The 
steading or barns at Ab- 
erlour are among the fin- 
est on any estate in Scot- 
land. They are large and 
roomy, are comparatively 
new and are complete in 
every detail. Mr. John 
Grant, the manager, met 
us at the barn and we 
immediately started an 
inspection of the herd. 
We first saw old Boxer of Ballindalloch, now around twelve years 
old. Boxer was champion at the Highland and previously was a 
winner at the Perth show and sales, when he was purchased at a 
record price for the Aberlour herd. He is a Miss Burgess bull, a 
family that has been one of the most successful at Ballindalloch. 
Boxer of Ballindalloch has a beautiful head, very straight in his 
lines and is full of quality and in spite of his agé is a most at- 
tractive bull to look at today. He has been a great sire. Some of 
the greatest winners at the Fat Stock shows of Great Britain have 
been heifers sired by Boxer of Ballindalloch. Several of these 
winning heifers we saw this Sunday at Aberlour and they were 
among the best females of the breed that I saw in Scotland. The 
bulls by Boxer of Ballindalloch had all been sold at the sale, so I 
did not see them, but I was greatly impressed with the daughters

of Boxer. The other herd bull at Aberlour, is Evident of Ballin- 
dalloch, a son of Jorum of Ballindalloch. Evident is not as large 
a bull as Boxer, but is very typey and full of character and qual- 
ity. I would expect calves by this younger bull to be the right 
kind and the kind that will be in demand by the breeders anywhere. 

In common with most of the good herds in Scotland, I found 
that Aberlour had in their herd, representatives of the Miss Bur- 
gess, Georginas of Burnside, Ericas and Prides of Aberdeen.. This 
herd is not a large herd, but is one of the most exclusive in Scot- 
land. After looking the cattle over, we went to Mr. Grant’s house 
and met Mrs. Grant and 
enjoyed a half an hour 
there talking about the 
cattle and the herd. As is 
usual of course in Scot- 
land, the Scotch hospital- 
ity was extended to us 
and we all enjoyed a 
“Wee Drap,” which help- 
ed to make the visit and 
talk all the more interest- 
ing. I found for instance 
that the runners up on 
Boxer of  Ballindalloch, 
when Sir John Findley 
bought him, were repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Scripps 
of Detroit. I have since 
learned that Woodcote 
Farms, of Detroit, Michi- 
gan, were also interested 
in Boxer and so when I 
tell about the wonderful 
old bull that I saw and 
the wonderful heifers I 
saw by him, the American 
breeders will realize that 
Boxer was the kind of 
bull that two of the best 
herds in America wanted 
to buy as a herd sire, so 
they can take it for 
granted that he is the 
right kind himself and is 
certainly the sire of the right kind. It was almost noon when we 
said good-bye to Mr. and Mrs. Grant. As we drove from the Aber- 
lour barns we followed the road through the estate. We passed 
Sir John Findleys wonderful home, saw his marvellous gardens 
and almost got lost finding the road out of his wonderful Aberlour 
estate. It is on breeding farms like this that the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle have their finest opportunity to excel in Scotland. The finest 
bulls of the breed are purchased when needed, regardless of cost. 
To mate with these great bulls, are daughters of other great bulls 
that have been used in the herd. Every calf when born is given 
the finest care and the result is that with this great breeding for 
a background and with this wonderful care, the very best in every 
animal is brought out as it should be. There are about forty Ab-

This series may well be described as an American Dynasty of 
Ten Quality Sires or Monarchies that will become patriarchal as 
their line extends in the pregnant future, and it is well to have put 
on record such recital by one, like the bards of old in the royal 
palace, who was inspired to sing of his tribal heroes. 

But this it not an ending, but a happy beginning again of an 
ever increasing series of new chain lines—in, for instance, Black- 
cap Revolution and Revelerica, and others coming: and it behoves 
these inheritors of these talents that made this dynasty majestic, 
to exert themselves, to maintain its supremacy and prepotency, 
as the “Seed Royal” of the race. 

This Dynasty stands by itself, as an interpretation of early 
maturity, baby beef, and unexcelled marbling inherencies of the 
breed—in the individuals of which every waste excrescence, or 
irregularity of contour that detracts from the absolute value of 
the trim carcass when 
hung up in its dressed 
perfection. All these ex- 
crescences have as it were 
been trimmed off, as one 
would whittle a chunk of 
wood into an ideal form; 
and by hands that can 
make their work conform 
to such ideal, so that the 
perfect form stands forth, 
not taking up space that 
such excrescencies would 
require—the lines are 
straight or round, without 
heights or hollows and 
the hand passes over a 
surface level as a die, 
with a touch as smooth 
as “a lady’s glove.” This 
means quality from lug 
to heel, where the meat 
covers all with its deep, 
mellow, marbled develop- 
ment from the calf-flesh 
period. 

This Dynasty has its 
derivation from that land 
whose purple heather in- 
spired old John Benzies 
with his response to the 
Cockney inquisitor at 
Smithfeild, who desired to get the secret of his feeding, and re- 
plied “Heather Bloom! Heather Bloom!” And it is the Bloom of 
the Heather that has been transmitted to this Dnyastic Ten which 
would seem to be rivalled by the Bloom of the Blue Grass and the 
Corn Tassels of the great pastoral West of America. 

Behind this Dynasty of Ten, there must have been a back- 
ground of inheritance from which it sprang—and these back foun- 
dations are themselves derived from sources spreading over their 
Native Heath. ’Twere not for them, there would be no such dy- 
nastic realizations; and it is, we may be sure, from these sources, 
the inheritance of these dynasts come. We can vision these 
sources, teeming with their active, impatient, fertile, virile, race 
germs, in their evolution making ready for union, jostling and jug- 
gling in the germ cells, until freed for that instinctive union, sperm 
with egg-cell, to recreate the new birth as another successor to the 
polent line. Like the beautiful atol in a pacific sea, all that is 
visible is due to all that is out of sight—deep down in mother 
ocean. So ’tis with our cherished dynasts—and the master hands 
that manipulated their courtships. We must not forget: we must 
be just as studious of “the lineage and the sire” of these progeni- 
tors back into the prehistoric period of their generation, as of the 
four top sires, to which the modern breeder, in a somewhat rather 
inconclastic determination, would solely pin his faith. In fact each 
sire—and dam—should be a real “fetich” to the student of lineage. 

The Link Between the American and the Scotian Sires. 

These ten of this American Dynasty being, as they are, a 
chain, not a series of sires of different rivalries, but of one house, 
connected by virile paternal and filial links, means that there must

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be one link, connecting the American with the Scotian line—and it 
is that link, dealt with in the same manner as Mr. Holbert has ; 
pioneeringly done, that is our theme, inspired as this stehomens 
indicates. That Link, as the Bardist might make the : 
his recital, is the sire, that bridged the lineage between the two 
dynasties—Knight of St. Patrick, whose discovery, purchase, jm. 
portation, and exploitation, and herd record and transmisive su- 
premacy, became axiomatic of all such formulas. Of course deal- 
ing with this sire involves a reference to his breeder, but that shall 
be made as impersonal as possible—even though it may assume 
egotistical; but these will be assumed to be pardonable. The 
whole period covered by the Scottish dynastic recital extends, then 
from 1880 back to 1840—from “St. Patrick to Pat, son of old 
Jock,” i. e., according to birth-dates of the two animals; recalling 
the birth date of the first of the American dynasts—Black Knight, 
1883, three more years 
are added. From 1883 to 
1922 covers a period of 
39 years. Omitting Knight 
of St. Patrick, interdy- 
nastic link, the series of 
ten Scottish sires from 
Knight of the Legion to 
Pat (29)—whose birth we 
can only approximate at, 
as 1848, there would be 
thirty years—an average 
period of three years per 
generation. 

The Personality 

Obtruding. 

This mother-land era 
may conveniently be di- 
vided into three periods— 
the first that part com- 
prehending the  associa- 
tion of the breeder of 
“old Pat” with Tillyfour; 
the second from the be- 
ginning of that, circa 
1866, back to Hanton and 
Pat, uniting at Mains of 
Kelly with Keillor; and 
this part might also in- 
clude Old Jock, unless it 
might be deemed more 

appropriate to _ include 
him in that third part associated with re series of Jocks, that 
exercised the mind of William Watson to trace. 

This first period then includes the year of Black Prince, the 
first polled Aberdeen Champion Steer at Smithfield in 1867; 
the Queen’s visit in 1868; the parliamentary years, 1868-1872; the = 
assumption of association of the breeder-to-be of “Old Pat” with 
Tillyfour; the reconstitution and rejuvenation of the herd—in go- 
ing back to the old fold and blood; the come-back at Edinburgh in 
1877, with Sybil 1st of Tillyfour and Defiance 2nd; and the suc 
ceeding climax, the “final scene,” the “supreme victory” of 1878. 

This personal period extends thus over a total of 64 years— 
from this year 1930 back to 1866, and if any breeder of any breed 
is living today who has been able to review and watch the breed- 
ing and exhibition, the development and generating, of a series of 
sires covering such a period, derived from one he had himself bred, 
the writer of these lines might foregather with him, and claim 
some comradeship and even instinctive kinhood. So it might be 
allowed that one whom it has pleased Providence to have such ex- 
perience, and preserved him, to review the pageant produced by 
the Series of Ten on reaching his Indian Summer of content, to 
enjoy it in blissful retirement, may once more step forward an 
indulge in these reminiscences, the privilege it is recognized 0 
maturing years. So he would, first of all, be permitted to doff 
his cap to the eponymous sire of the seed-line himself—Knight 


St. Patrick.

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A. H. Whittum of Stuart, Adair County, stood at the top in 
this year’s Carlot Baby Beef Production Contest with a load of 
fifteen Aberdeen-Angus steers that weighed 954 pounds at 410 
days of age. Otto Schouboe, of Harlan, Shelby County, took sec- 
ond with a load of pure bred and grade Aberdeen-Angus steers 
and heifers weighing 936 pounds. Third place went to G. C. Chad- 
ima & Sons of Fairfax, Johnson County with pure bred and grade 
Aberdeen-Angus mixed steers and heifers weighing 
932 pounds, making a difference of only 4 pounds per 
head between the first and second load. 

Heidorffer and Dawson of Richland, Keokuk 
County, stood fourth with pure bred Herefords 
weighing 874 pounds. Ralph Childs of Manchester, 
Delaware County, was fifth with Aberdeen-Angus 
steers and heifers, weighing 865 pounds and sixth 
place went to Oscar Johnson of Gowrie, Webster 
County, with grade Herefords sired by a polled Here- 
ford bull. Johnson’s cattle averaged 802 pounds at 
410 days of age. i 

A total of $525.00 in prize money was awarded 
among the’ six winners as follows: First, $125.00; 
second, $100.00; third, $90.00; fourth, $80.00; fifth, 
$70.00 and sixth, $60.00. The prize list was made 
possible through contributions from the Union Stock 
Yards Company of Omaha, the Sioux City Stock 
Yards Company of Sioux City, the Sioux City Live 
Stock Exchange, Swift & Company, John Morrell & 
Company, Cudahy Packing Company, The Dold Pack- 
ing Company and the D. M. St. Clair Company. 

The contest is being continued in 1930-31 under 
the same rules as in 1929-30, but without a cash prize 
list. Suitable medals and certificates will be awarded 
the winners next year. It is interesting to note that more entries 
have been received for the coming year than last year either in 
spite of or because of dropping the cash award prize. 

All of the winners in this year’s contest have been in either 
one or both of the two previous contests. Whittum was fourth in 
last year’s contest with an average 
weight of 926 pounds. His this 
year’s entry averaging 29 pounds 
heavier per head at 410 days than 
last year’s load. Schouboe, winner 
of second place this year, was fifth 
last year with an average of 897 
pounds. His this year’s load 
weighed 936 or 39 pounds per head 
heavier this year than last. Both 
Whittum’s and Schouboe’s calves 
were creep fed on pasture while 
running with the cows last sum- 
mer, while in the year previous the 
calves received no grain until 
weaning time. The creep feeding 
accounts pretty largely for the ad- 
ditional weight . 

This is the third year for the 
Chadima herd in the contest. They 
have stood in third place for the 
last two years with excellent loads 

of cattle. Heidorffer and Dawson 
load standing in fourth with pure 
bred Herefords that are being reserved for breeding purposes. The 
Heidorffer and Dawson load are pure bred Herefords and are a 
new entry in the contest. Ralph Childs standing in fifth place this 
year has been in the contest each year.

Elliott Brown was there 
with his new herd and the Blake Brothers 
had returned from the north as did Jas. B. 
Hollinger of Kansas who is taking a wide 
swing around the big circuits. Judge Kil- 
dee found that the ringside was mightily 
interested in what was going on too. This 
fact is more noticeable than usual this year. 
It seems that farmers, especially those in 
the drouth stricken sections are awakening 
to the necessity for having on their farms 
a better class of live stock and naturally 
they are decidedly interested in a breed 
that has made the record that the Aber- 
deen-Angus claim in the big fat stock 
shows of the world. And, why not, an econ- 
omical, money making cow is good proper- 
ty. The cow that is capable of growing a 
market topping calf is more likely to prove 
profitable than any other. 

There were no aged bulls shown. Brown 
headed the two year old class with Revolu- 
tion 37th. This same youngster headed the 
senior yearling class with Revolution 84th, 
a very outstanding individual with much 
promise both in the show yard and the 
breeding pen. This bull was made senior 
and grand champion of the show. 

Blake, Brown and Hollinger each drew a 
first prize ticket in the three remaining 
bull classes, each in order named. Black- 
cap Benz 6th, the outstanding calf that sold 
in the Iowa Spring sale at the top price 
won his class. Excelsior Marshall 18th cap- 
tured the summer class and Revolution of 
Wheatland the calf class. This last young- 
ster gives much promise and carries a 
strong appeal to the lover of a great pros- 
pect. Individually he is very good at this 
time, so much so that Judge Kildee granted 
him the junior championship for bulls. 

Brown took the blues in the senior cow 
classes. The aged cow ribbon went to the 
exceedingly smooth cow Eulogy of Lea- 
moor. Blackcap Lassie B. 2d won the two 
year old class and Maple River Erianna 6th 
the senoir heifer class. This cow has done 
exceptionally well and came into the ring 
in splendid bloom. Her appeal was suffic- 
iently strong to bring to young Brown the 
senior and grand championship ribbons.

Thirty-Eight Miles Out. 

A communication came to the desk a 

short while ago that had to do with a brief

history of the building of a commercial 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle some thirty- 
eight miles from Faith, South Dakota, the 
nearest railroad station, out beyond the Fox 
Ridge in the Northwest part of the state. 
In 1921 this man William Weiss, whose 
postoffice address is Opal, South Dakota 
went up into Perkins county to inspect a 
herd ot Aberdeen-Angus cattle and this is 
the way it all happened according to his 
own story: 

“[ have been raising Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle since 1921. 1 went up into Perkins 
county in 1923 and bought thirty head of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle trom Andrew Swen- 
son, who had thirty-one cows and thirty-one 
calves. 1 picked twelve ot the best cows 
with calves and also bought tive tine two 
year old heiters, all straight black. Five 
ot these cows were not branded—they had 
been registered but had lost their chains. 
All this time | have kept registered Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. it has been my practice 
to keep about two-thirds of my heiter calf 
crop, always being caretul to select the 
very best. 

“1 now have seventy-nine cows and heif- 
ers of breeding age besides twenty-three 
head of yearling neifers out of my 1928 
calf crop of sixty-four head. ‘These cattle 
look better to me than lots of them that 
are registered, but I can not record them.” 

Mr. Weiss is delighted with his Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and what they are doing 
for him.

Aberdeen-Angus in Australia. 

No breed was more talked about at the 
Royal Sydney Show than the Aberdeen-An- 
gus, says a writer in the Brisbane Graziers’ 
Review. The very marked improvement 
had all breeders of other cattle taking no- 
tice. Not only were the numbers increased, 
but the result of importations from Scot- 
land was very marked. 

About three years ago the Aberdeen-An- 
gus Society of Scotland were enterprising 
enough to send to Australia five bulls for 
sale to assist and advertise the breed, and 
the showing at this year’s Royal should 
amply repay them for their good judgment 
and foresight. These five bulls were under 
the care of Mr. R. L. Grant, who, on arrival, 
visited most of the Aberdeen-Angus studs 
in Australia, giving the best advice and 
educating our breeders as to quality and 
type. The Sydney Society were fortunate 
in having his services to judge the breed 
on this occasion and I feel quite sure his 
decisions will do a lot of good, and leave 
much room for thought. 

In Australia, the writer goes on, we are 
apt to get away from the smooth, fleshy 
type, the former being quite one of the 
most important points in this breed, and 
undoubtedly has been the means of their 
winning at so many fat stock shows 
throughout the world. Champions from 
Scotland, Canada and Australia were pa- 
raded before Mr. Grant, and with three 
distinct types before him the classes were 
no easy matter to handle.... If this breed 
goes on improving like the last few years 
we need not have any fear for the future 
of the cattle industry in Australia. Only 
a few years ago, when judging in New Zea- 
land, I was watching the Aberdeen-Angus 
being judged in the next ring and could not 
help admiring them and wishing we had 
some of the breed as good in New South 
Wales. Today the tables are turned. Our 
Royal Show exhibit this year far exceeds 
anything I ever saw in New Zealand, 
thanks to the pluck and enthusiasm of the 
breeders who have gone all over the world 
for the best sires procurable.

Harrison & Ryan won the junior year- 
ling class with Erica Energy 101st a won- 
derfully smooth heifer of about the right 
type and conformation. Elba of Rose Hill 
won the summer class for Brown and Blake 
Brothers carried away the heifer class 
ticket with Blackcap McHenry 204th. 

The junior championship saw the judge 
reverse a former decision. The three first 


prize heifers lined up for the ticket when 
the second prize junior yearling was called 
back to the ring and given the junior cham- 
pionship as compared with the winner in 


her class. In this connection Judge Ken- 
nedy said: “When the groups were out a 
few minutes ago I discovered that I had 
misjudged the junior yearling class and so 
now wish to make the correction. I find 
that the first and second heifers are very 
nearly equal in all respects.

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Live Stock Market Receipts 


Refle&s Few Drought Sales of Breeding Cattle 


Little evidence of forced marketing of 
live stock because of the drought appears 
in reports received by the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture from its local 
representatives at eighteen of the leading 
live stock markets. In many instances 
stockmen are holding back stock that might 
now go to market if prices were more fav- 

rable. 
am of all live stock have declined ma- 
terially in recent months because of weak- 
ened consumer demand, say bureau officials. 
This, they say, is particularly true in the 
case of cattle prices and wholesale beef 
prices which are now about 35 per cent 
lower than a year ago. In view of the fact 
that the total number of cattle in the coun- 
try is considerably below average many cat- 
tlemen feel that it is advisable to delay 


to decline to the lowest levels for the season 
since 1915. Marketings of lambs are expect- 
ed to continue large during the remainder 
of the year. 

As evidence that live stock is not being 
rushed to market because of drought—ex- 
cept in a few localities—the Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics points out that receipts 
of steers at Jersey City from Virginia thus 
far this year have been about 25 per cent 
smaller than last year. West Virginia on 
the other hand has shipped about 55 per 
cent more than last year to that market. 
The increase for West Virginia however 
amounts to only 500 head. At Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, receipts at that market have 
been considerably less than in other years 
and that there has been a marked falling 
off in sales of stockers and feeders. 

Cattle received at Pittsburgh show the

shipping their cattle to market until the 
price situation improves. In the sections 
that have been hit the hardest by the 
drought it is probable that some stock may 
go to market that otherwise would be re- 
tained on the farm if feed and pasturage 
were more plentiful. These sections, how- 
ever, have only a small proportion of the 
country’s live stock supplies. 

Receipts of cattle at all public markets 
in July were 13 per cent smaller than in 
July 1929 and 17 per cent below the ‘five- 
year average. Receipts of calves were 
about the same as in July last year and 2.5 
per cent smaller than the five-year average. 
This small change in calf slaughter indi- 
cates that the expansion in dairy herds 
which has been underway in recent years 
has probably been checked. 

Market receipts of hogs in July were 
about 12 per cent less than in July a year 
ago and for the first seven months of the 
year federally inspected slaughter of hogs 
was 7.5 per cent smaller than in the same 
period last year. This reduction in hog 
slaughter supplies is the result of the ef- 
forts of producers last year to cut down 
production because the relationship between 
corn and hog prices was unfavorable for 
feeding hogs. 

Sheep and lamb marketings thus far this 
year have been much larger than average 
owing to the fact that in recent years sheep 
production has expanded greatly. The large 
market supplies and the reduced consumer 
demand for meats have caused lamb prices 


effect of pasture shortage and it is the 
opinion of the trade that some are coming 
to market thirty to sixty days earlier than 
usual. Unfinished stock predominate in 
the offerings of calves and lambs and there 
are some indications that dairymen are 
sending culled dairy cows to market. In 
the past ten days there has been some de- 
mand at that market for thin stock to go 
to pasture. 

At Cincinnati, which gets most of its 
supplies from the region that has been hit 
the hardest by the drought, receipts of 
breeding stock and dairy cows appear less 
than normal and marketings of thin and 
unfinished hogs are less than a year ago. 

At Buffalo there is very little evidence of 
forced marketings of breeding stock or im- 
mature animals, although cattle and lambs 
off of grass are deficient in weight and 
flesh because of drought. A few more brood 
sows have come to that market lately 
but for the most part this increase is sea- 
sonal. 

A number of cattle from Kentucky, West 
Virginia and southern Ohio have been re- 
ceived, at Cleveland which may have been 
shipped because of the drought. The con- 
dition of the lambs and sheep received there 
shows effects of dry weather but there is 
little evidence of liquidation of cows and 
sows on account of feed shortage. 

Forced selling of cattle and brood sows 
from territory near Indianapolis has not 
reached large proportions, although the low 
prices prevailing together with the drought 


have probably been responsible for the mar- 
keting of some unfinished cattle. 

At National Stock Yards, Illinois, near 
St. Louis, some cattle from nearby have 
been forced to market but these have been 
offset largely by others held back because 
ot current low prices. Farmers are buying 
few stockers and feeders there because pas- 
tures are dry and water is scarce. There 
has been some increase in receipts of sows 
and pigs at that market as the result of the 
drought. 

Chicago, St. Paul and the markets on the 
Missouri River—Sioux City, Omaha, St. 
Joseph and Kansas City—all report little, 
or no, evidence of forced marketings. At 
Sioux City the cattle received are in excep- 
tionally good killing condition but there has 
been a slight increase in low grade pigs 
and light hogs due to greater prevalence of 
swine diseases in that territory. Omaha re- 
ports that conditions are much improved in 
its trritory because of recent rains, and that 
a stronger demand is developing there for 
feeder cattle and feeder lambs. At St. Jo- 
seph the receipts of western cattle are con- 
siderably below normal and there is very 
little evidence of forced marketings of stock 
from nearby territory. Similar conditions 
are reported from Kansas City. The latter 
market, however, has been receiving some 
extremely light weight pigs. 

All the markets further west, namely, 
Wichita, Fort Worth, Denver and those west 
of the Rocky Mountains, report that there is 
no forced marketing in the range country 
and that there is a tendency to hold off of 
the market because of low prices.

Make Good Growth on Range. 

Ball, who has charge of the Aber- 
ee cattle at Rancho Del Monte, 
Monterey, California, owned by S. C. Fer- 
tig, writes: “We are planning to show ten 
head of breeding cattle at the Monterey 
County Fair to be held early in October. 
This is the first fair to be held here so we 
want a good exhibit of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. We now have twenty-five head of 
pure bred females and sixty head of high 
grade females. We plan to replace the 
grades with pure breds as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Last week we rounded up our grade 
cows and calves in order to put the calves in 
the feed lot. We had thirty-eight head of 
calves and put them over the scales and 
they weighed an average of 416 pounds. I 
feel that this is very good for a bunch of 
spring calves coming off the range at the 


end of July. These calves are now on a 
self feeder of ground barley and they get 
a pound of cotton-seed meal daily per head 
in addition. They also get all the alfalfa 
hay they will eat. We expect to market 
these calves at the time of the Christmas 
Fat Stock Show in Los Angeles.”

breeder had established a line of Knights, 
and “St. Patrick” seemed to answer the 
call, especially as he descended from the 
first, if not the only, “Pat” in the history 
of the breed. His sire was Knight of the 
Legion 370 (1494), sired by Gainsborough 
3rd 392 (598), calved in 1878, Paris year 
(He will be dealt with below). His dam 
was Pride of Aberdeen 10th 355 (3250), 
calved in 1876, by Sir Garnet, sire of three 
members of the Paris Group—and here 
was an illustration of how the new system 
was working. 

This Pride of Aberdeen 5th branch of the 
Premier Family, as it was called, was the 
producer of a great number of celebrated 
animals, their name (almost “Legion”— 
which suggested the name of one of them). 
She with Pride of Aberdeen 7th constitut- 
ed the two last daughters of the original 
Pride of Aberdeen, so well remembered 
with her dam, Charlotte, to be retained at 
Tillyfour—the others having been distrib- 
uted for the benefit of other breeders, at 
sales—which was a most regrettable thing. 
Pride of Aberdeen 7th, the dam of Pride of 
Aberdeen 9th, distinguished member of the 
Paris Group was herself a distinguished 
looking matron and made a_ remarkable 
breeding record in her old age. 

Pride of Aberdeen 10th had been pre- 
sented to the breeder-to-be of her son “Old 
Pat,” by the Master as a reward for ser- 
vices in connection with the fitting of the 
Paris Group and their safe care in the try- 
Ing quarantine at Brown’s Wharf, London, 
after the great Exposition. Later, at the 
Tillyfour dispersion, Pride of Aberdeen 9th 
was secured by the owner of Pride 10th 
and the pair became herd and stall mates 
of each other at Bridgend. Tenth produc- 
ed Pat, and Ninth Heir of Glory, who did 
excellent breed service. 

Knight was a “gay lad” indeed and won 
the Highland Society silver medal at the 
Leochel-Cushnie Society’s show in 1881— 
the medal lying before the writer as he 
types these lines. It was a gala day when

His record will be 
found in Vol. 1 of the American Herd Book. 

As a sire he was famed for getting 
“Sandy” and others that provided the real 
meat of the Sandwich Counter at the Chi- 
cago Fat Stock Show, as well as at Kansas 
City where his get won the medal offered 
by the Polled Cattle Society of Scotland 
and the Breeder’s Gazette Challenge Shield. 
This was as Sanders described him “Mr. 
Auld’s far-famed Knight of St. Patrick 
destined to undying fame in the United 
States.” Referring again to the “great 
bull” Mr. Sanders also wrote: “His selec- 
tion alone, without reference to the extra- 
ordinary cows by which he was accompan- 
ied, would have entitled Gov. Simpson to 
the gratitude of all American friends of 
black cattle.” 

So Pat, the sire of Sandy—real Scottish 
name—and Sandy with his companions of 
the famous Sandwich; and so “Old Pat”— 
as he came to be fondly referred to in this 
country, back to Pat (29) of the Scottish 
Herd Book, is a convenient link between the 
two series. 

The Breeder of “Old Pat” and the 
Paris Group. 

And so, Pat’s breeder would honor the 
method of Mr. Holbert, by adopting it here 
by giving a brief survey of the sons and 
sires connecting the twain. Of this period 
Mr. Sanders correctly wrote “He had for 
several years been sole director of the mat- 
ings,” indeed had effected a revolution in 
the mind of the master, who had been fol- 
lowing his early established system of pick- 
ing out the best bulls he found at the na- 
tional shows—such as Angus, Hanton, and 
lastly Gainsborough 3rd. The writer re- 
members Gainsborough—a bull of immense 
scale with all the Mains of Kelly attributes. 
He had a passing reign at Tillyfour, the 
master being induced to revert to his own 
blood, by purchases at the Marquis of 
Huntly’s sale of Dragon. He was calved in 
1874, sired by the great Westertown bull, 
Pluto 824 (602), which contained many 
streams of related potent blood; his dam 
being Dora of Aboyne 821 (1282), an Ab- 
erdeen Challenge Cup winner, and a mem- 
ber of the fine “old” Vine family of Queens. 

Dragon was a new experience at Tilly- 
four, he was not like Gainsborough, mas- 
sive, but made up in quality, his handle and 
hair being unrivaled and his whole “air” 
aristocratic. He proved a success and from 
that time new names began to appear se- 
lected by the young herd chief, and there 
succeeded one after another those Knights 
and Heirs and others that were creating a 
new herd vocabulary. First fruits began 
to appear when as Sanders also writes of 
the young enthusiast, “He was anxious

herd. We only had a short distance to go 
until we came to the town, which is the 
town for Aberlour, Kinermony and Ballin- 
dalloch. I cannot think of the name of the 
town, but I do distinctly remember the 
wonderful lunch we had at the hotel this 
Sunday noon. Mr. William Sinclair, man- 
ager for Ballindalloch, who was on this trip 
with us, had arranged to have this Sunday 
dinner ready when we arrived, and it was 


a wonderful meal, served in a beautiful lit- 
tle hotel, on the banks of one of the streams 
which are so numerous in Scotland. 
Immediately after dinner, we_ star 

down the road for Kinermony, which is just 
a short distance from the town. Kinet 
mony is owned by J. F. Cumming and 1s 
one of the most famous herds of the breed 
in Scotland. We were met at the farm by 
Mr. Charles Forbes, the manager and Im- 
mediately went to see the cattle. I was 
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out the Kinermony cattle for 
several reasons. One Yreason was that it 
was at Kinermony, that Evenwood of Har- 
riestoun had been used. Evenwood was a 
famous bull in Scotland and was a full 
prother to Evereux of Harviestoun, that 
my father imported in 1911 and proved one 
of the greatest prize winners and sires that 
the breed has ever had in this country. An- 
other reason I was interested in Kinermony 
was because of the fact that the highest 
selling bull at Perth this year was bred at 
Kinermony and was sired by Gratuitous, 
Kinermony’s chief herd bull. Gratuitous 
was sired by Boxer of Ballindalloch, the 
pull we just left at Aberlour. The third 
reason that I was particularly interested 
in Kinermony, was that it was from this 
farm that we had imported to the Hartley 
Stock Farm, last year, our Juana Ericas as 
well as some other heifers. With this in- 
troduction and this preliminary knowledge 
and interest in Kinermony, you can Imag- 
ine my keenness to see this herd.

I also Saw some daughters, and coupling 
these up with the young bull by Gratuitous, 
that Ballindalloch purchased at Perth, a 
week previous, for 1000 Guineas, I came to 
the conclusion that Gratuitous was one of 
the great sires of the breed. He is just a 
young bull and has his life before him and 
his record to make. There is no doubt that 
this record will be a successful one. Some 
day I would like to buy a son of Gratuitous. 
When we walked into the cow barn at 
Kinermony, I was all eyes, looking for their 


world. I learned here that Kinermony own- 
ed the only Juana Erica females in Scot- 
land outside of the Harviestoun herd. I al- 
so learned that unless there is a change in 
plans no other herd in Scotland will ever 
own a Juana Erica female. When Mr. Kerr 
sold the first Juana Erica female to Mr. 
Cummings, it was on the understanding 
that Mr. Cummings would never sell a fe- 
male of this strain in Scotland. Mr. Kerr 
has never sold any other Juana Erica fe- 
males in Scotland since he sold this one ani- 
mal to Mr. Cummings. In this way they 
are not only kept most exclusive but by 
keeping them only in these two herds, 
where they can be mated to the best bulls 
of the breed, there is no chance of their 
wonderful qualities ever being allowed to 
diminish. I was told in Scotland that if 
ever Mr. Kerr decided to sell some Juana 
Erica females to Scotch breeders, that 
there would be the greatest boom ever 
known for any one family of the breed. I 
will tell more about this later, but I do say 
now that these first Juana Erica females

The other females at Kinermony were al- 
so good. They were all lined up in two 
different barns according to size and they 
looked most attractive. I found at Kiner- 
mony Elba Ericas, Miss Burgesses, Georg- 
inas of Burnside and other leading families. 
I also noticed that the blood lines of Kin- 
ermony as was also true at Aberlour, were 
largely Ballindalloch, not only through the 
herd bulls, but also through the foundation 
dams. These farms are all close together 
and the ideas on type must be the same as 
I found the cattle very similar on these dif- 
ferent farms that we visited this Sunday 
morning. One young bull by Gratuitous, is 
being retained at Kinermony as a future 
herd bull and he was most impressive to 
me. In fact the whole Kinermony herd im- 
pressed me greatly and as I write this arti- 
cle now, I can see the cattle in my mind 
just as distinctly as though it were yester- 
day, that I inspected the herd. 

Charles Forbes, the manager at Kiner- 
mony is well known to all the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattlemen of Scotland. While we 
were at Kinermony, we saw some bulls that 
he had purchased to export to his brother 
in the Argentine. One of these bulls came 
from Mr. Donald Allan’s famous Ballintom 
herd and had been a winner at Perth the 
previous week. After looking the cattle 
over, we went to the house to meet Mrs. 
Forbes and to talk and visit for a while in 
front of the fire, the same as we had done 
at Aberlour. These talks with the cattlemen 
in Scotland were all instructive to me and 
I tried not to miss anything that was new. 
Mr. Forbes, I found knew what he was talk- 
ing about when discussing anything to do 
with cattle. My companions were always 
able to carry on an animated discussion 
with all these different people we met. 
They all knew each other, knew each oth- 
er’s cattle and it seemed that if I overlook- 
ed asking something, or finding out some- 
thing, that I wanted to know, that either 
one of the Sinclairs or Hastilow got the in- 
formation or had the information for me. 
As I look back now on this Sunday’s trip, 
I just wish that I could repeat it. The only 
difference I would want, would be to spend 
a day at each farm instead of being forced 
to visit them all in one day. 

As we drove out of the yard at Kiner- 
mony on the main road, I almost suggest- 
ed that we go back again as I forgot to 
take a second look at the Juana Ericas. 
However, I will be back again some day 
and this second look of mine will be a real 
look. I was thrilled with what I had seen 
so far this Sunday, but I was still looking 
forward to what I was going to see. The 
reason was that the next farm that we 
were to stop at was Glenfarclas. the home 
of Mr. Grant, the man who judged with me 
at the Perth show. It was also the home 
of Evascus of Ballindalloch, the bull that 
we imported to the Hartley Stock Farm 
last year. It was also on this farm that I 
was to see my first distillery. Mr. Grant 
had told me when he left me at Perth that 
he would have something special for me to 
take home. We had about a mile farther 
to go to Glenfarclas and I had all sorts of 
ideas and pictures in my mind of the kind 
of cattle I was going to see and the dis- 
tillery I was going to inspect. I can just 


see this place on the side of the hill now 
as I look back on the beautiful picture that 
I saw as we drove through the winding 
hills into Glenfarclas, this beautiful Sunday 
afternoon.
